J. Bryan • made an address

night, in which he said in part: 


"There i? a great gulf existing be- 


tween the toiling classes and those 
who live without toiling, but at the 
present time brain and muscle are 
working in closer harmony than they 
have for many 
years. 
Today 
the 


world does not care for the non-pro- 
ducer, and the laborer ranks much 
higher than the idle man who lives 
on the income left him. 


"The dignity of labor has been sn 


proclaimed over the land and im- 
pressed upon tho iri-iri of the people 
that it will not be long until 
the 


world wi'l point the finger of dis\ 
grace at the man who lives in Kile* 
ness. The moral question also is in- 
volved in this. 
A man who refuses 


to work cannot attain a high moral 
standard. The idle pauper is not the 
man living in poverty, but the one 
that does not pioduce anything. The 
pauper may be found among tne rich 
classes, where idleness 
takes 
tho 


place of work. 


"If all the laboring men 
should 


quit work now tho world would starve 
in six months, because the country is 
only that far ahead in supplies. No 
man can be better trusted than 
the 


laboring man and no one is more in- 
terested in good government than he 
who toils "
